1. willow Team was dispatched to Borthern LCFLAKE on 23 August and infil- 
tration into KMWAAhQO on 25 August,, Two changes in team composition were made, 
AIRWOKTHT, who had been dropped from Willow Tree as reported in 1630~CAGWU, re- 
joined the team, RNDEPLOY was added to Willow to substitute for Identity (A) of 
163Q-CAGWU as guide, TJiis change was considered necessary as Willow had requested 
that upon reinfiltration the former guide should be replaced.

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4* Team briefing 

The usual briefing employed by BGFIEND was not considered necessary in 
this case; as Willow had exfl It rated 6 July and was fully informed of the situation* 
Friendly contacts and safe house were net needed by Willow as they had established 
their own during their last mission* The final briefing which was in general 
similar to “Final briefing by Willow Team" forwarded as attachment 1 to 1630-CAGWU 
dated 25 June 1952 was then given with applicable corrections and additions mads, 
and changes in missions arc to bo noted in preceding paragraph* 

5, Area briefing 

A full and complete review of contacts, letter drops, and food supply 
bases and safe bouses was held to insure that nothing had been forgotten* 

6* Remarks 

Willow Tree was in good physical condition upon %^rriving at the holding 
area in LCFLAKE. All members of the team seemed very anxious to start their 
journey and it can definitely be said that morale was exceptionally high. Willow 
is expected to exfiltrate o/a 22 September. It is hoped by this station that, if 
the Willow net is productive, another attempt to infiltrate them will be made in 
late October.
